Madam  Chairman,  Lady  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  .  submit  this,  my  second  Annual  Report,  on  the 
state  of  health  and  conditions  i;.  the  Urban  District  of  Wirksworth,  for  the 
year  19^4*  My  report,  as  previously,  is  set  out  in  accordance  with  the 
request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During,  1964  I  30  o-gain  pleased  to  bo  able  to  report  that  vie  received 
no  notifications  of  food  poisoning  cases  in  this  district,  particularly 
gratifying  as  the  Aberdeen  Typhoid  Epidemic  certainly  brought  the  seriousness 
of  this  type  of  illness  to  everyones  notice. 

The  report  of  the  Milne  Committee  of  Inquiry  into  the  circumstances  of 
the  outbreak  of  typhoid  in  Aberdeen  has  now  been  published  and  s  evoral  interesting 
points  were  highlighted  of  particular  interest  to  all  workers  in  the  field  of 
public  health. 

Local  Authority  services  emerged  relatively  unscathed  although  more 
attention  to  food  hygiene  education  to  organisations  as  well  as  food  workers 
themselves  was  stressed, 

Ohe  of  the  main  criticisms  was  of  the  way  cooked  meat  products  including 
pies  are  handled  at  the  retailers  and  several  recommendations  have  been  put  forward 
by  the  Committee,  two  which  are  of  special  interest  to  all  Local  Authorities 

(a)  That  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  should  be  altered  so  that 
cooked  meats  when  exposed  for  sale  or  stored  prior  to  sale 
must  be  kept  at  a  temperature  of  40°F  or  below,  (This  means 
the  compulsory  use  of  refrigerated  or  chilled  display  and  storage 
cabinets.) 

(b)  That  a  Code  of  Practice  should  be  issued  to  all  retailers  on 
how  to  store,  handle  and  s  ell  all  cooked  meats* 

It  is  hoped  that  this  alteration  to  the  Regulations  and  the  New 
Code  of  Practice  will  be  issued  in  the  very  near  future. 
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You  will  observe  from  the  list  of  Adoptive  Acts,  etc.,  that  there 
is  a  local  regulation  in  force  in  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  naking 
Chicken-Pox  notifiable  compulsory.  Accordingly  thorc  wore  3  cases  of 
Chicken  Pox  and  1  case  of  Measles  notified  during  the  year  under  review. 

I  an  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  particular  outbreaks  of 
disease  worthy  of  special  mention  occurred  during  the  year  and  the  Urban 
District  as  a  whole  had  a  fairly  clean  hill  of  health. 

Naturally  I  have  had  the  opportunity  during  the  last  year  to 
become  better  acquainted  with  the  workings  of  your  Public  Health  Department 
and  I  feel  that  I  must  reiterate  the  remarks  I  made  in  my  last  year's  report 
regarding  staffing. 

With  the  best  will  in  the  world,  full  justice  cannot  be  given  to  the 
spate  of  Public  Health  and  Housing  Legislation  which  falls  to  be  administered 
by  you,  unless  additional  assistance  is  allotted  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
who  also  holds  the  combined  post  of  Surveyor,  and  I  strongly  support  the 
appointment  of  an  assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  staff. 

CONCLUSION 

Finally  I  would  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  Taylor  and 
Mrs  Atkinson  for  their  generous  help  and  assistance,  both  technical  and 
clerical,  at  all  tines  throughout  the  year  under  revi ew. 

I  have  once  again  to  place  on.  record  ny  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
to  the  G-eneral  Practitioners,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  support  and  assistance,  and  to 
the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  untiring  efforts,  during  the  year.

This  remains  one  of  the  most  important  health  items  for  which  the 
Local  Authority  is  responsible,  namely,  the  rehousing  of  families  living  in 
overcrowded  or  insanitary  conditions. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Housing  Manager  that  at  the  end  of  19&4 
there  were  101  applications  on  the  'waiting  list',  divisible  into  the

Once  again,  however,  I  am  sorry  to  report  that,  owing  to  financial 
restrictions,  my  Council  did  not  feel  they  we  re  in  a  position  to  recommence 
the  building  of  Council  Houses  during  19 64,  and  unfortunately,  therefore,  there 
has  been  no  development  whatsoever  in  this  respect. 

However,  after  a  Sub-Committee  had  visited  various  other  Local 
Authority  Housing  Sites  my  Council  decided  to  commission  their  Architect 
to  go  ahead  with  a  scheme  to  provide  a  block  of  ten  flats  as  a  trial  experiment, 
and  sufficient  land  has  been  made  available  to  add  to  this  project  in  due  course 
should  the  Council  so  wish.  The  flats  to  be  occupied  by  the  old  age  people  will 
be  fully  centrally  heated  from  a  boiler  sited  centrally  within  the  block  of  flats. 
Town  Planning  Approval  has  been  received,  a  Contract  accepted,  and  at  the  time  of 
writing  this  Report  Ministerial  Approval  is  awaited.  I  am  hopeful  that  an 
early  start  will  be  possible  in  the  New  Year. 

The  development  by  the  Council  on  the  main  housing  site  west  of  Derby 
Road,  Wirksworth,  in  order  to  provide  building  plots  for  private  developers  has 
continued  apace. 

In  my  last  Report  I  mentioned  that  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  had 
now  been  received  for  the  completion  of  the  remaining  road  works  on  this  site. 

The  Council's  Local  Civil  Engineering  Contractors  are  now  well  advanced  with 
this  work.  Sewers  and  water  mains  have  been  laid  and  the  kerb  races  and  road 
foundations  are  well  in  hand.  I  .anticipate  that  in  the  early  part  of  the  New 
Year  the  remaining  services  (i. e.  gas  mains,  electric  mains,  G. P. 0.  services) 
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vri.ll  bw  laid  and  n^y  Council  will  then  have  a  further  29  plots  available  for 
private  development,  not  counting  that  portion  of  the  site  which  will  be  served  by 
the  new  roads,  but  which  has  been  reserved  for  the  Council  flats  development. 

HOUSING-  -  GEKSR&XLY 

The  work  of  securing  essential  repairs  to  rented  houses  in  the 
district  was  maintained  at  much  the  same  level  as  in  19 63.  This  routine  but 
essential  work  carried  out  by  informal  action  with  property  owners  entails 
a  considerable  number  and  meeting  and  liaisons  with  solicitors,  owners  and 
occupiers  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  the  action  is  informed,  and  not  statutory. 

Hov^vor,  it  has  air  ays  been  my  experience  that  when  informal  action 
is  carried  to  a  successful  conclusion,  the  result  is  more  satisfactory  to  all 
parties  concerned  that  when  the  Council  is  forced  to  take  statutory  action, 
although  as  I  have  already  pointed  out  this  informal  action  by  its  very  nature, 
is  most  time  consuming. 

The  measure  of  success  obtained  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  Table  C 
showing  Unfit  houses  made  Fit  by  owners  after  informal  action  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  either  applied  for  or  issued  during 
1964,  and  one  con  only  conclude  that  such  tenants  as  have  cause  for  complaint 
prefer  to  obtain  redress  for  their  housing  grievances  by  direct  complaint  to 
this  Department  for  action  under  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
Slum  Clearance 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  no  Council  House  Building  whatsoever  took 
place  in  1964  the  progress  under  this  heading  has  been  very  limited  indeed,  and 
for  your  information,  the  following  table  shows  the  total  number  of  houses 
dealt  with  by  the  Department  since  the  Ministry  called  for  a  review

IMFROTOENT  GRANTS 

Work  on  improving  suitable  houses  continued  during  the  year  at  a 
steady  rate.  Eleven  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  received  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  a  total  of  nine  in  19 63.  All  these  Standard  Grant 
Applications  were  approved.  This  work  is,  I  think,  one  of  the  most  satisfying 
aspects  of  the  Department  *  s  work,  as  the  applicant  is  in  all  cases  very  satisfied 
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with  his  improved  standard  of  living,  and  in  each  case  a  house  has  been  brought 
up  to  a  stondard  which  is  more  in  keeping  with  modem  ideas. 

It  is  also  undoubtedly  a  fact  that  this  work  of  improving  houses 
leads  to  an  improved  standard  of  maintenance  which,  in  the  long  term,  prevents 
the  deterioration  of  a  house  into  a  slum  dwelling,  thus  avoiding  the  provision 
of  a  new  Council  dwelling  in  which  to  rehouse  the  occupants. 

The  following  particulars  of  formal  applications  received  and  approved 
for  Standard  Grants  from  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  will  no  doubt  be  of 
interest  to  members  of  the  Council

Local  Authority  Building  has  been  dealt  with  in  my  preceding  section  of 
this  Report,  but  there  still  remains  the  question  of  private  building,  upon  which 
you  will  wish  to  have  information. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report,  a  total  of  20  privately  developed 
houses  and  bungalows  liave  been  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year  under 
review. 

The  development  of  the  private  estate  at  \Tillowbath  Lane  and  Ian  Avenue 
has  again  been  delayed.  This  time  the  delay  was  been  occasioned  by  the  national 
shortage  of  bricks,  but  I  am  assured  by  the  developer  that  he  intends  completing 
this  estate  together  with  the  road  works  early  in  the  New  Year. 

During  the  year  a  further  private  estate  has  commenced  to  develop  in 
the  Nan  Gells  Hill  area.  Originally  the  Council  owned  this  land  and  they 
have  now  seen  fit  to  permit  the  development  of  the  lower  portion  of  the  area  into 
a  Public  Playing  Field,  whilst  disposing  of  the  frontage  adjoining  Nan  Gells  Hill 
to  a  private  firm  of  builders.  When  this  is  complete  it  should  provide  a  very 
nice  small  private  estate  of  3ome  eleven  houses. 
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Reference  under  the  heading  of  Housing  by  U.D.C.  will,  remind  you  that 
those  portions  of  the  Council’s  Estates  set  aside  for  private  ownership  have 
developed  quite  rapidly.  The  manner  in  which  this  Estate  has  been  developed  by 
the  Council  (i.  e,  roads  and  severs  constructed  by  the  U.D.C,  and  individual 
houses  and  bungalows  by  private  persons)  has  proved  very  successful  and  lias 
undoubtedly  filled  a  much  needed  want  in  this  District,  In  the  majority  of  this 
private  building  the  Council  have  loaned  the  money  to  the  prospective  purchasers 
and  in  this  way  have  increased  the  rateable  value  by  not  only  making  available 
money  for  the  actual  building  of  the  houses  and  bungalows,  but  also  have 
provided  the  funds  for  these  persons  to  purchase  the  Council’s  own  land. 

The  total  number  of  dwellings  under  construction  in  the  Wirksworth 
Urban  District  at  the  end  of  December,  19 64,  is  sixteen, 

I  think  the  members  of  the  Council  will  be  interested  in  the  following 
table,  which  indicates  the  total  number  of  houses  completed  by  both  Private 
Enterprise  and  the  Local  Authority  in  the  Pirksworth  Urban  District  since 
building  recommenced  after  the  last  war.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION 

It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the  year 
1964,  there  were  no  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  within  the  Urban 
Area  which  necessitated  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  instructing  me  to  carry 
out  disinfection. 

DISINFESTATION 

(a)  Once  again  no  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  were  brought  to  nrp  notice 

during  the  year. 

As  in  previous  years,  complaints  were  received  from  time  to  time 
regarding  infestation  of  old  properties  with  woodworm  and  the  death  watch 
beetle,  and  'in  all  instances  the  occupants  were  given  the  necessary  advice  and 
instructions  on  how  to  deal  with  these  pests. 

The  Council  Ts  Powder  Blowers  and  Insecticide  Sprayers  were  used 
whenever  necessary  with  gratifying  results,  and  a  number  of  infestations  of 
cockroaches  (Blattella  Germanic  a)  3/ielded  to  extensive  treatment,  which 
consisted  of  the  use  of  smoke  generators. 
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(b)  During  the  year  fumigation  and  disinfestation  were  carried  out  at 
the  Almshouses  at  the  Church  Yard,  Wirksworth. 

(c)  In  another  instance  ny  Department  was  requested  to  assist  in  the 
disposal  of  old  bedding,  mattresses,  and  other  articles  in  the  case  of  an 
old  person  who  had  died  whilst  living  alone. 

(d)  Other  cases  dealt  with  under  this  heading  have  been  so  diverse  as  t o 
include  pigeon.-;,  dogs  and  zats.

Sheldon,  act  as  Rodent  Operators,  and  they  carried  out  the  routine  work  of  this 
nature  during  19&4* 

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  period  under  review,  the  Urban  District 
has  worked  in  the  closest  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  Divisional  Pests  Officer,  Mr.  F.B.  Oates,  and  again  I  would 
like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  him. 

In  July  and  August  Mr.  F.B,  Oates,  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  together  with  your  Rodent  Operator  carried  out  the  sewer 
testing  and  treatment  of  the  whole  of  the  sewerage  system,  when  most  gratifying 
results  were  obtained  and  recorded.  Of  28  manholes  treated  on  11th  August, 
there  were  6  manholes  showing  bait  taken  when  reinspected  on  the  14th  August, 

1964.

complete  takes  and  1  partial  take.  On  the  final  visit  l6ozs,  baits  were  laid 
in  four  manholes  and  the  sewer  treatments  wore  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion 


This  close  co-operation  with  the  Regional  Office  is  of  mutual 
advantage  to  both  the  Council  and  the  Ministry. 

During  the  year,  (together  with  your  Public  Health  Chairman  or  his 
substitute)  I  have  also  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Derbyshire  Workable  area 
Committees  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  and  these  have  proved  most  interesting  and  instructive. 
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Herewith  is  the  Annual  Report  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food,  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  194-9,  for 

the  year  ending  31st  December,  19&4.

1.  Increase  in  the  number  of  Dwelling  Houses  due  to  new  buildings  erected 
during  the  year. 

2.  Reference  to  my  last  year’s  report  will  remind  you  that  permanent 

Warfarin  baiting  points  had  been  established  on  the  Hopton  Lane  Tip. 

All  Baiting  points  are  adequately  protected  from  the  weather  and  have  once 
again  proved  eminently  satisfactory.  This  Tip,  being  situated  in  the 

country  and  surrounded  by  agricultural  lands  has  remained  remarkably  free 
from  any  major  iiAestation. 

3.  Inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor  and  by  the  Foreman  in  the  .normal 
course  of  their  numerous  duties  —  in  .addition  to  the  specific  inspections 
for  Rodent  Control.  The  figures  shown  in  Sec.  IV  are  not,  of  course,  total 
inspections  carried  out  to  all  properties  within  the  W irksworth  Urban  District, 
but  are  those  which  it  is  felt  can  be  properly  allied  to  Rodent  Control  under 
the  Prevention  of  D<amage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

4.  Routine  sewer  treatments,  of  which,  of  course,  records  have  been. submit ^ed 

to  the  Divisional  Office,  have  considerably  reduced  the  surface  infestation 
of  rats.  (See  Items  II,  III  and  IV  above). 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Despite  the  vagaries  of  the  y;  cat  her,  which  w©  experience  in 
the  hills  of  Derbyshire,  Bank  holidays,  normal  Annual  holidays,  difficulties 
Caused  by  sickness,  and  mechanical  breakdowns,  it  is  fair  to  state  that 
on  the  whole  a  weekly  collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  r;as  maintained 
throughout  the  District. 

In  addition  to  the  Y;ork  of  refuse  collection  a  v/eokly  collection 
of  Pail  and  Privy  Closets  was  also  carried  out. 

All  the  refuse  collected  in  the  Urban  District  is  disposed  of  at  the 
Hopton  Tip  for  the  Wirks worth  Tovn  Area  and  the  Middleton  Tip  takes  the 
Middiet  on-by-Wirksworth  ref  us  e . 

The  Council  are  v/ell  awaro  of  the  limited  tipping  facilities  v/hioh 
remain  at  the  Hopton  Tip  and  I  have  searched  the  whole  area  for  a  suitable 
now  site  v;ithout  success,  although  certain  suggestions  have  been  put  forward 
and  rejected. 

At  the  time  of  v/riting  this  report  the  Council  is  considering  the 
extension  of  the  present  tipping  sito  at  Hopton  Lano  into  tho  adjoining  fields 
I  am  in  contact  with  tho  Area  Planning  Officer,  and  tho  representatives  of  tho 
oYrners  and  the  tenant  of  the  plot  in  question.  One  would  have  thought  that  in 
a  quarrying  area  such  as  thi%  sites  would  bo  readily  available,  but  this  is  not 
so  and  the  tipping  position  is  now  boemming  almost  desperate. 

I  can  forsoe  tho  time  rapidly  approaching  when  smaller  Council*  s 
may  have  to  join  forces  on  tho  question  of  refuse  disposal  and  seek  ono  of 
tho  alternative  means  of  final  disposal  by  mechanised  plant,  such  as  incinerators 
pulverisers,  bio-stabilisers  and  compost  producing  plants,  etc*,  a  costly 
undertaking. 

Regarding  the  mechanical  side  of  the  collections,  my  Council* s 
Refuse  Vehicle  broke  down  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  and  through  the 
good  offices  of  my  colleague  in  the  adjoining  District  of  Matlock  I  was  able 
to  maintain  this  essential  service  by  the  loan  on  hire  of  a  Refuse  Collection 
Vehicle.  The  Council’s  existing  vehicle  is  nov/  in  its  eighth  year  and  I 
strongly  rccoiamend  tho  acquisition  of  a  nov;  vehicle  and  tho  retention  of  the 
present  one  as  a  standby.  The  District  is  growing  and  one  cannot  afford 
breakdowns  in  this  Public  Sorvioe. 

In  all  branches  of  this  work  I  can  give  no  better  tribute  to  tho  men 
than  to  say  that  more  work  output  was  achieved  without  extra  staff.  It  can 
probably  be  said  that  no  service  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  affects  every 
porson  so  intimately  as  tho  public  cloansing  service,  whoro  a  representative 
calls  regularly  each  week. 

It  is,  I  think,  a  service  taken  very  much  for  granted  until  tho  rare 
occasion  v/hon  for  some  reason  or  other  tho  slightest  variation  from  the 
expected  weekly  routine  emptying  of  the  dustbin  occurs.  Perversely  the  better 
the  service  tho  more  noticeable  any  departure  from  the  normal,  particularly 
at  holiday  times  when  the  men  themselves,  of  course,  entitled  t j  expect  a  rest 
from  their  labours.  «->. 


I  would  also  liko  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
manual  workers  of  this  department,  under  the  able  supervision  of  tho 
Foreman,  for  their  <*erk  during  the  year.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  problems  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  form  of  smoko  and 
dust  from  Industrial  Plants  have  figured  prominently  on  the  Council’s  Agendas 
duiring  tho  year,  19  64. 

Petitions  from  residents  wore  received  by  both  the  Urban  District 
Council  and  tho  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  a  number  of  meetings  have  been 
hold  with  all  parties  concerned,  i.o.  Industrialists,  Town  Planning  Authorities, 
and  representatives  of  tho  Ratepayers, 

I  feel  it  tine  to  state,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  that  there 
have  boon  some  improvements  in  the  smoko  problems  which  have  been  caused  by 
local  Lime  Burning  Plants.  In  addition  to  the  action  taken  at  the  aforementioned 
meetings  I  have  also  liaised  with  tho  Alkali  Inspector  upon  this  matter. 

Although  considerable  amounts  of  money  have  been  spent  on  Dust  Collection 
Plant,  tho  problem  still  remains  in  c ortain  quarrying  industries  situated, 
unfortunately,  in  tho  contro  of  the  town,  and  at  the  end  of  year  under  review, 
correspondence  was  still  taking  place  between  the  Council  and  tho  Company  concerned, 

Fears  have  also  been  expressed  by  residents  in  certain  areas  regarding 
no v»  extensive  projected  quarrying  operations  by  a  largo  nationally  known  film,  and 
this  quostion  is  at  tho  moment  in  tho  hands  of  tho  Derbyshire  County  Council,  who 
havo  referred  the  matter  to  tho  Ministry  for  consultations. 

In  quarrying  areas  such  as  this  whore  limestone  forms  tho  basic  industry 
Council’s  havo  a  rather  difficult  task  in  treading  the  tightrope  botweon  rate¬ 
payers  interests  in  all  its  aspects  and  industrial  requirements.  Wirks worth  is, 
of  course,  not  alone  in  this  matter, 

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928  and 
PETROLEUM  PECULATION  ACTS,  1928  -  % . 

The  enforcement  of  the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations  is  not  a  minor 
duty  requiring  a  minimum  of  attention,  on  the  contrary,  such  Acts  where  loss  of 
life,  personal  injury  or  damage  to  property  may  result  through  lack  of  proper 
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enforcement,  require  a  high  standard  of  technical  knowledge  for  their 
proper  performance. 

During  the  year  visits  wore  made  to  premises  for  the  purpose  of 
the  inspection  and  examination  of  sites,  installations  and  the 
electrical  equipment  associated  with  the  pumps.  She  number  of  licences 
issued  was  fourteen  and  the  fees  for  licensing,  etc.,  amounted  to  £10.0.0. 

On  every  occasion  whenever  it  has  been  necessary  I  have  received 
the  closest  co-operation  and  assistance  from  the  Fire  Prevention  Officers  of 
the  Derbyshire  County  Council  through  their  Chief  Piro  Officer,  Mr.  H.J.  ^orry. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  able  to  report  also,  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  under  review  all  known  derelict  underground  petroleum  tallies  had  been 
dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  Section  73  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  I96I 
and  those  which  remained  on  sites  were  rendered  safe  by  filling  with  sand 
and  cement  slurry. 

All  now  tanks  together  with  those  which  have  boon  installed  for  more 
than.  20  years  are  subjected  to  pressure  tests. 


HATER  SUPPLY  DURING-  THE  YEAR  19  64 

The  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  is  the  responsible  authority  for 
supplying  water  to  the  Urban  District  of  Wirksworth.  Except  for  those  areas 
in  outlying  parts  of  the  district  a  mains  water  supply  is  available  to  almost 
every  house  wit’ in  the  Urban  District  and  generally  this  supply  is  satisfactory 
in  both  quality  and  quantity,  although  my  Council  have  received  a  number  of 
complaints  regarding  excess  chlorino  in  the  water  during  the  period  under 
review  and  those  complaints  havo  boon  passed  to  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the 
Board. 

TESTING-  AND  SAMPLING- 

(a)  Twenty-four  samples  in  all  were  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  during  the  year  by  mo  and,  of  those,  twenty-four  all  were 
satisfactory.  Whenever  I  do  receive  a  report  from  tho  Bacteriologist  to  tho 
effect  that  one  of  my  samples  is  unsatisfactory,  then  I  immediately  oontact 
the  Deputy  Manager  of  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  and  notify  him  of  this 
result,  so  that  ho  may  take  tho  necessary  remedial  action. 

In  addition  to  tho  direct  control  of  Sampling  undertaken  by  mo  as 
a  Statutory  Duty,  I  havo  also  requested  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  tho  South 
Derbyshire  Water  Board  to  supply  me  with  details  of  any  Sampling  carried 
out  by  his  own  Chemist  and  ho  has  kindly  supplied  tho  following  information 

(a)  Tho  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  oxamination  is  mado  of  both  raw  and  treated  waters.  A 
total  of  157  bacteriological,  12  chemical  and  143  partial  chemical 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  tho  Works  and  from  various 
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Of  the 


points  in  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District. 

157  bacteriological  samples,  8  indice.ted  the  presence 
of  coliforms  but  further  check  samples  in  all  cases 
indicate  coliforn-froe  waters. 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  derived  from  two  local  sources 
(Washgroen  springs  and  Lady  Fla.tto  Mine)  together  with  a 
blended  water  consisting  of  spring  water  from  Matlock  and  a 
supply  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board.  The  blondod  water 
supplies  consumers  in  the  Middleton  and  Bolehill  areas  of 
Wirksworth  and  typical  analyses  of  all  three  waters  arc  enclosed. 

(c)  None  of  the  water  as  supplied  to  tho  consumers  in  this  aroa  is 
liable  to  plunbo-s olvont  auction.

In  all,  a  total  of  some  305  circulars  wore  prepared  m  my  Office 
and  distributed  to  all  likely  holders  of  suspect  c  ans  of  corned  beef  under 
tho  various  Code  Numbers  supplied  to  me  by  tho  Ministry  of  Health.  Visibo 
were  made  to  shops  and  other  establishments  and  certain  tins  inspected,  and 
all  shop  keepers  were  made  conversant  with  tho  procedure  as  recommended  by 

the  Ministry.

7 .  Ice -C r earn  Regulations 

The  total  registration  of  premises  for  the  sale  of  Ice-Cream 
now  stands  at  20.  None  of  tho  20  registered  retailers  of  ice-cream  actually 
manufacture  ice-cream,  but  all  are  registered  as  retailers  of  pre-packed, 
individual  ice-creams  obtained  from  manufacturers  of  national  repute.  All 
the  20  premises  heave  been  regularly  visited  by  me  and  monthly  samples  have 
been  taken  wherever  possible  and  submitted  to  tho  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  examination.

In  all  cases,  whatever  tho  results,  copies  of  tho  Laboratory 
Reports  have  been  forwarded  to  the  respective  retailers  so  that  they  are 
kept  fully  informed.  I/J^ny  retailers  continue  to  display  those  roaults  in 
their  shop  promises  for  tho  information  of  tho  purchasing  public.

FISH  FRYINO  PREI-IXSES 

The  two  Fish  Frying  Promises  in  tho  Area  received  routine  inspections 
during  the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  bo  ablo  to  report  that  the  conditions 
obtained  therein  are  satisfactory. 

There  have  boon  no  further  major  alterations  worthy  of  note 
carried  out  to  either  of  these  premises  during  tho  period  under  review. 

Both  these  fish  frying  establishments  have  boon  completely  modernised 
over  tho  last  few  years  and  now  they  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations , 

The  procedure  of  "Voluntary  Surrender"  has  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily  end  in  no  instance  has  it  been  necessary  for  me  to  take 
Statutory  Action  over  the  condemnation  of  diseased  or  unsound  fish. 

BAKEHOUSES 

As  will  bo  seen  from  my  statistics  under  G-eneral  Sanitary 
Administration  at  the  commencement  of  this  report,  there  is  now  only  one 
bakehouse  in  use  in  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  and  I  can  only  continue 
to  bring  to  your  notice  each  year  the  conditions  prevailing  in  this 
establishment.  No  further  actual  structural  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  to  this  Wirksworth  Bakehouse  whore  the  business  is  still  carried 
on  in  very  grin  surroundings  with  little  room  for  extension.  I  can  only 
repeat  what  I  have  reported  to  you  in  previous  years  that  I  would  dearly 
like  to  see  these  premises  either  brought  up  to  the  modern  standards  now 
enjoyed  by  tho  majority  of  tho  workers  in  this  industry,  or,  alternatively 
cease  to  be  used. 

However,  the  standard  of  bread  and  conf actionary  produced  from-  these 
premises  appears  to  bo  of  good  quality  and  I  have  had  no  complaints  whatsoever 
from  the  public  during  tho  period  under  review.

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As  usual  I  have  received  the  full  co-operation  of  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories,  Miss.  J.B.  Hopgood,  and  whenever  necessary  we  have  discussed  problens 
and  on  a  number  of  occasions  we  have  visited  Factories  in  this  Urban  Area  together. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Factory  Inspector  has  kept  ne  fully  informed  of 
all  deletions,  additions  or  changes,  together  with  information  regarding  the  use 
of  mechanical  power  in  Factories,  within  tho  Urban  area,  and  your  Registers  have 
been  duly  amended  and  brought  up  to  date. 

STAFF 

Once  again  a  change  of  Staff  occurred  in  this  Department  during  the 

year. 

As  you  will  have  seen  under  the  Section  dealing  with  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  19^3,  my  Council  appointed  Mr.  C.R.  Lill  to  carry  out 
these  duties,  on  a  part  tine  basis,  and  he  has  been  a  most  valuable  addition  to 
my  small  office  staff.  I  consider  the  Council  and  myself  to  be  extremely  lucky 
to  have  such  an  able  and  experienced  Officer,  to  assist  ne  with  these  specific 
duties . 


Unfortunately,  my  Department  is  terribly  under  staffed  and  I  am  happy 
to  state  that  after  a  number  of  meetings  to  discuss  the  natter,  the  Council  have 
accepted  this  fact  as  well  proven.  It  is  totally  impossible  in  a  combined  post 
such  as  this,  to  carry  out  many  of  the  routine  Public  Health  and  Housing  Act 
duties  and  I  hope  that  during  the  next  financial  year  my  Council  will  see  fit  to 
appoint  a  permanent  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  in  ny  Department. 

CONCLUSION 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  tho  help  and  understanding 
I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
and  to  take  this  opportunity  of  saying  thank  you  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  my  collea.gues  in  other  Departments  who  have  been  helpful  at  all  tines. 

Finally  I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Staff  of  my  own  Department  for  their  work  during  the  year*  and  particularly 
to  Mrs.  O.S.  Atkinson  for  her  loyal  support,  and  without  whose  help  even  this 
review  of  work  done  could  not  be  produced.
